In the lfl-state 8outhern Regional

In 1957. Alabama. Deleware. 
Kentucky. Maryland. Texas. Vir- 
ginia, and West Virginia had less 
than the average tax load for a 
Southern state. 

Arkansas, Oeorgia. Louisiana, 
Mississippi. North Carolina. Okla- 
homa. South Carolina, and Ten- 
nessee had heavier than average 
loads. Florida had an average load, 
according to tests.

Kentucky spent $7 68 per capita 
on higher education in 1957 com- 
pared to $22.98 for Indiana. $8.37 
for Tennessee, $8.87 for Ohio, $10.- 
61 for West Virginia. $10.40 for 
Virginia. $9.51 for Illinois, and 
$6.32 for Missouri. 

Of thesr states, only Tennessee 
and West Virginia spent less per 
school studrnt than Kentucky in 
1958. Missouri spent $1,339; Illi- 
nois. HJUl Indiana, $2,138; Ohio. 
$1.54!; West Virginia. $1,180; Vir- 
ginia. $1,267; 
Kentucky. $1,262.

Florida is undoubtedly the long- 
est state in the world.

The Draft Dilemma 

college graduates is that many em- 
ployers won't hire a *T-A" in the first 
place. 

Large companies with elaborate 
personnel systems are inclined, says 
Newsweek, to insist that draft im- 
minence is no factor in their hiring 
policies. However, many fresh college 
graduates deny this. They say there 
is little chance of getting a decent 
job— one that will lead anywhere— 
during the months of limbo between 
the bright day of graduation and 
the dark one when Uncle Sam's 
urectings arrive. 

The question that arises is: W hat 
justification is there for. in a time of 
nominal peace, maintaining a law 
passed in time of stress (1940;? By 
1963, when the "bumper babv crop' 
comes of age, vast numbers will crowd 
the registration lists. This means the 
draft will be providimr. little more 
than a drop in the bucket toward na- 
tional service manpower needs. Kven 
DOW the draft provides only 100,000 
men annually to a total defense man- 
power of 2.5 million. This being the 
case, is the draft needed even now? 

Defense officials argue that it is, 
chiefly for the reason that if it weren't 
for the threat of the draft, volunteer 
enlistments would drop far below 
needed levels. 

This reasoning, of course, fails to 
alleviate the confusion and uncer- 
tainty of draft-eligible graduates. Few 
Students, we would gness, would fed 
oppressed by the draft if it was a 
simple matter of aiding in the nation s 
defense. What does — or should — 
trouble them is the waste of precious 
time under current draft practices. 

As Newsweek concludes, the col- 
lege graduate doesn't want his time 
wasted-"and his time, in the long 
run, is the nation's time." -The Duily 
louan. 



Does the present draft system work 
uncesessary hardship on college grad- 
uates? Are draft-eligible college grad- 
uates being discriminated against 
under current conscription laws? 

These important questions are re- 
ceiving little serious thought on U. S. 
campuses. Students have largely con- 
fined their military interest to ques- 
tions of compulsory-voluntary HOTC 
or national defense philosophy. Never- 
theless, the draft poses an immediate 
and perplexing problem for college 
males. 

Newsweek magazine outlines the 
problem in considerable detail in an 
article entitled "The Draft-Campus 
To Chaos." As the magazine points 
out, the present draft procedure 
throws a major element of confusion 
into post-College plans. W hat should 
tin' draft-eligible college graduate do? 
Should he enlist and get it over with? 
If he wants will he be taken soon 
after graduation or will it be a year 
or two? Should he try for a job upon 
which a career can be built or should 
he take a run-of-the -mill job to kill 
time until he is drafted? 

Added to this confusion is the 
frustration of the cligibles at seeing 
the ineligibles (fathers, physical re- 
jects, hardship cases, etc.) walking 
into jobs of their choice and getting 
a long head start while they are left 
to wrestle with doubt and indecision. 

The upsetting of a normal path of 
starting on a career is one of the more 
aggravating aspects of the draft. Says 
Newsweek: "The college graduate 
who wants a job as a steppingstone to 
better things is just out of luck in a 
great many cases, as long as the draft 
hangs over him." Of course, under 
the law, employers must rehire an 
employe who has l>een drafted out 
of a job. But the hard fact facing
